Five accidents and 
three persons injured were charged 
to cars “operated with one headlight 
out. 
“Motorists should stop to realize 
that, when their lights are defective. 
or when they are driving ahead of

They should drive within the limits 
of their line of vision at all times, 
and take.no chances.

Mr. Gable said that the survey, 
made by the American automobile 
association, shows that in a score or 
more of carefully checke^ demon­ 
strations a pedestrian dressed in 
dark clothing could not be seen 
from a standing automobile at night 
at a distance of IOO feet with stand­ 
ard headlights. Another test indi- 
j cated that lf the vehicle were mov­ 
ing at a speed of thirty-five miles 
; per hour there was a reduction of 
| twenty-twfo per cent in the distance 
at which an object could be dis­ 
cerned. 
The statement contftiued: 
“At night the same road Is there 
as in the daytime, and usually there 
is less traffic. 
There are fewer 
things to watch for. But the driver 
cannot adequately see such haz­ 
ards as there are. Sound common 
sense calls for driving speeds more 
in accord with the driver’s ability 
to see ahead. 
“Much study is being given this 
supbect in Pennsylvania, and in 
other states, but as yet there is no 
real solution at hand.
